THE HORROR WORLDS OF 
BORIS KARLOFF 


By RICHARD BOJARSKI 


e YEARS AGO, when Universal" 
Pictures released FRANKENSTEIN, their pub- 
icity department coined the phrase horror film to 
describe their latest production—a term which, 
though not entirely accurate to film aficionados, still 
persists to this day in relation to chillers, But more 
important, the star of this бїт not only became 
synonymous with the horror film, but also became 
its symbol. And this actor is Boris Karloff. “In many

ways? he commented, "Frankensteins) Monster 
was the best friend I ever had.” And though he tried 
to resist Hollywood's typecasting him in horror roles 
by undertaking straight dramatic films, Karloff dis- 
covered that audiences were secretly disappointed at 
these efforts, and resigned himself to the inevitable, 

Karloff, “The Professional Bogeyman,” was born 
in the late Autumn of 1887 in the London suburb 
of Dulwich, His parents christened their ninth child, 


William Henry. His childhood, according to Kar- 
loffs recollection, was normal And following his 
parents’ death, he was reared by one amiable step- 
sister and seven, stern, older brothers who dictated 
to young William his future profession—a govern- 
ment servant, in the family tradition, 

In 1909, while studying for the Consular Service 
in China at King’s College in London, Karloff be- 
came convinced that his interest in plays rathe 
classes was making him a black sheep in the family, 
And since black sheep were usually sent to Canada 
or Australia, Karloff decided that either of these 
two places would be a good location as any to make 
а start’ So after Sipping a coin, Karloff discovered 
that Australia was the loser. 

A month or so later, Karloff found himself on a 
Canadian ranch, rounding up horses. Through word 
of mouth, he discovered that Vancouver offered bet- 
ter opportunities and departed for there. He ac- 
quired a pick-and-shovel job with the В. C, Electric 
Co. for 52.80 per 10-hour day. Then, after а short 
real estate-selling stint, Karloff came upon an ad 
in an old copy of “Billboard,” about a theatrical 
agent named Kelly in Seattle who was looking for 
"an experienced character actor” for a now-forgotten. 
stock company which was performing in the mining

Karloff immediately set off for Seattle where, upon 
his arrival, he baldfacedly lied about all the plays 
he'd appeared in and how he'd been forced to retire 
to Canada temporarily for his health but was now 
ft and ready for a come-back. 

‘Two months later, he was told to report to Kam- 
loops. During his train journey there, he created his 
stage name by taking Karloff from bis mothers 
Russian ancestors, and inventing the first name, 
Boris. His very first performance was memorable. 
Alter the curtain went up, Karloff forgot his cues, 
bumped into furniture and sent the director's blood 
pressure zooming. After the performance, his salary 
was lowered from $30 to $15 a week—but he was 
finally an actor! The play, incidentally, was Molnar's 
THE DEVIL. 

Though Karloffs own recollections are hazy, rec- 
ords reveal that the first film he ever appeared in 
was THE DUMB GIRL OF PORTICI in 1916. 
However, it isn’t until 1919, following an unsuccess- 
ful attempt to obtain vaudeville work in Los Angeles, 
that Karloff's film debut is officially recorded—when 
he obtained a week's work as a Mexican soldier in 
Fairbanks HIS MAJESTY THE AMERICAN. 

‘After three years of "В" movies, Karloff sensed 
a rise in his fortunes when he obtained the impor- 
tant role of the mesmerist in the screen version of 
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Henry Irving's stage success, THE BELLS (in 
1926). Lionel Barrymore, who played the lead, 
aided Karloff in creating the make-up for his char 
acter, which resulted in his looking like Caligarit 
However, despite the film's success after release, 
it didn't create asmuchof a stir-as he had hoped— 
for Karloff. 

‘During this period, Karloff combined his film with 
stage work, and was obtaining good notices for im- 
portant roles in local productions of THE IDIOT 
and THE VIRGINIAN. Though bis roles continued 
to get larger, no real notice was taken of Karloff 
unti 1931, when he finally obtsined the role of 
the Monster in FRANKENSTEIN. Karloff himself 
explains how this came to be: “After repeating the 
stage role of the jail trusty-turned killer in Colum. 
bias THE CRIMINAL CODE (late 1930), 1 found 
myself fairly ‘hot’ and working in films regularly. 
While I was eating lunch at the Universal Studio 
commissary, someone tapped me on the shoulder 
and said that Mr. Whale would like to see me at 
his table. Jimmy Whale was then the hottest di- 
rector on the lot, and he told me he was getting 
ready to shoot the Mary Shelley classic, FRANK- 
ENSTEIN, and would like to test me for the Mon- 
ster” 

Whale had already tested a half dozen actors 
(including Bela Lugosi) for the role of the Monster, 
But was dissatisfied. Aíter a quick test, Whale was 
nlesced with Karloff and remarked: "Karloff's phy-

all time. Karloff's make-up was detailed, and realis 
tically suggested the years of dee: 

In March of 1933, Karloff went to England to 
make THE GHOUL for Gaumont-British, which re- 
sulted in a disappointing film abo: being buried 
alive and then rising from his grave to retrieve а 
priceless jewel which a grave-robber stole. Prior to 
this, Karloff was had been loaned out to MGM to 
portray the famous villainous Oriental, FU MAN- 
CHU (1932). For this role, Karloff again had to 
submit to the rigors of make-up. His height was 
built up in shoes containing lifts. Thin celluloid clips 
slanted his eyes, and thin shell teeth worn over his 
upper bridge completed his sinister appearance. 

In 1934, Universal decided to team Karloff with 
Bela Lugosi (who was also under contract and who 
was Karloffs rival) in two Poe vehicles. Their first 
horror film together, THE BLACK CAT (1934), 
bore no resemblance to any of Poe's works, but it 
had an abundance of the famous Poe atmosphere, 
Their next film together, THE RAVEN (1935) 
contained a set similar to the one in Poe's short 
story, PIT AND THE PENDULUM (іп which 
Lugosi starred).

DEAD, in which he was revived from death by the 
electric chair for a crime he didn't commit, and spent 
the rest of the film scaring the guilty parties to 
death. And after completing two more films in Eng- 
land, Karloff soon entered а period of horror film 
tranquility. It seems that Great Britain placed a ban 
оп all American horror film imports, causing Amer- 
ican producers to halt film productions indefinitely 
which terminated the horror cycle completely. 
Karloff returned to Hollywood, where his roles in 
non-horror films reverted to the routine “B” movies. 
Following the discovery that horror films were 
still a good market for domestic consumption, Uni- 
versal began the second talkie horror cycle when 
they teamed Karloff and Lugosi for their third 
Frankenstein production, SON OF FRANKEN- 
STEIN (1939). The film was ambitious in size and 
running time, The sets were elaborate, stylized af- 
fairs which stressed am ominous atmosphere 
cast was a fine one, Basil Rathbone played the cre- 
ator's son who tries to revive the Monster, and Lionel 
Atwill played the relentless Inspector Krogh who 
stalked the Monster. Lugosi played Ygor, a crazed 
blacksmith who survived a hanging ss punishment 
for gtave-robbing and used the Monster to murder 
the jurors who executed him. This film, incidentally, 
marked Karlofs last appearance as the Monster.

His first one, THE 
CLIMAX (1944), found him us an insane opera 
house physician who tries to murder a young opera 
singer because she reminds him of his former wife 
whom he murdered and kept secretly in a hidden 
vault. His second film, HOUSE OF FRANKEN- 
STEIN (released later that year), in which Glenn 
Strange played the Monster, was the sixth in the 
Frankenstein series, and seemed to ‘be the horror 
film to end all horror films, Its all-star cast included

"Тһе following year, Karloff went to the RKO lot 
for a three-picture deal for the Val Lewton unit. His 
first one was probably his best. It was an adaptation 
of Robert Louis Stevenson's THE BODY SNATCH- 
ER (1945). Karloff portrayed Gray, a coachman by 
day and grave-robber by night, who supplies corpses 
to the medical instructor whom he relentlessly per- 
secutes. Lugosi's role as the porter attendant was 
small, but his scene where he's killed by Karloff 
for attempting to blackmail the latter is one of the 
highlights of the film, It was Lugosi's last film with 
Karloff. Karloffs next film was ISLAND OF THE 
DEAD, and it wasn't too successful. The film follow- 
ing that, BEDLAM, was an improvement. It was 
ап interesting melodrama about the horrors of Lon- 
don’s infamous mental institution and the villainous 
acts of its head keeper. 

As the horror cycle petered out, Karloff free- 
lanced in such vehicles as THE SECRET LIFE OF 
WALTER MITTY (1947), in which he was a good 
villainous Юй for Danny Kaye.

ETER PAN, in which he played George Darling 
and Capt. Hook, His filmwork throughout the fifties 
wasn’t distinguished, especially in Allied Artists’ 
FRANKENSTEIN 1970, an abominable effort in 
which he portrayed not only the Monster, but Dr. 
Frankenstein as well! He appeared on the stage dur- 


ing 1955-56 in Jean Anouill/s THE LARK, in which 
he gave a sensitive performance as the sympathetic 
Bishop Cauchon. His only film activity worth not- 
during this time was an interesting vehicle filmed 
in England, THE HAUNTED STRANGLER 
(1958), in which he employed Jekyll-Hyde histrion- 
ies effectively after investigating a 20 year-old 
murder. 

His fümwork was non-existent for several years 
ший American-International, an up-and-coming film 
company whose chief product was thrillers, offered 
Karloff the role of the evil wizard in their new 
Edgar Allan Poe spoof, THE RA (1963). In 
this fairly funny satire, Karloff was re-united with 
Усны Price and Peter Lorre, who was turned 
into а raven by Karloff. Karloffs subsequent films, 
THE TERROR (1963), and COMEDY OF TER- 
RORS (64) were mediocre, but BLACK SABBATH, 
» straight horror film completed in Italy, had some 
interesting studies of family vampirism. 

Karloff, now 79, commented on the last film he 
did, DIE MONSTER DIE (1965) for AIP last 
year: "The film I did is ап off-shoot of FRANK- 
ENSTEIN, which has а deathless appeal for mass 
audiences. be these plots have their roots very 
deeply in the folklore and fairy tales, legends and 
whatnot of every race in the world. Its almost a 
universal language. And thank God that I happen- 
ed to be associated with the first one—which is a 
long, long time ago!” Although bothered by arthritis 
which slowed him down a bit, Karloff stated with 
n grin: “ГИ never retire, ГА be dead in a few months, 
T've had a lot of fun scaring people. And I wouldn't 
change jobs with anybody!” 

Still going strong, Karloff is one of the privileged 
few to see themselves become a film legend during 
his own lifetime, And Boris Karloff truly is one of 
the screen's all-time greats,
